To  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF 

THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  FREEBRIDG-E  LYNN. 

Mr. Chairman,  My  Lords,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration 
the  ANNUAL  REPORT  on  the  HEALTH  and  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  of  the  DISTRICT 
during  the  year  1959. 

The  general  health  was  good.  Measles  was  the  only  notifiable 
Infectious  Disease  present  in  epidemic  form.  Influenza  (now  it  seems  a 
yearly  winter  visitor)  carried  over  from  the  last  quarter  of  1958  to  the 
end  of  February. 

The  Council  took  over  the  care  of  the  Castle  Rising  water  supply 
system.  The  Westacre  water  supply  plans  were  held  for  an  alteration, 
but  were  about  ready  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  West  Yfinch  sewerage  scheme  was  complete  waiting  to  be  sent  to 
the  Ministry  for  acceptance,  on  receipt  of  approval  for  the  use  of  necessary 
Common  Land. 

The  Council  found  it  necessary  to  send  the  Ministry  a second, 
revised,  plan  for  a Sewage  disposal  system  for  South  Wootton  and  district. 

The  County  Council  offering  technical  assistance  for  Village 
Sewerage  Schemes,  the  Council  decided  to  take  advantage  of  the  offer  for 
the  preparation  of  plans  for  Castleacre,  G-rimston,  G-reat  Massingham  and 
G-ayton.

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Since  1948  the  population  has  risen  from  10,310  to  11,350 
an  increase  of  1,240  (12  per  cent). 

Births  exceeded  Deaths  by  40.  Excepting  1950  (175)  and 
1957  (l6o)  the  annual  numbers  of  Births  have  remained  steady  (average  193) 
since  the  end  of  the  War. 

The  Stillbirths  numbers,  that  had  been  slightly  increased  in  1957 
and  1958  returned  to  the  average  (3  in  a year)  of  previous  years. 

73*8  per  cent  of  the  153  deaths  were  those  of  persons  aged  65 
years  and  over  that  age.  31  deaths  between  the  ages  of  45  and  64 
accounted  for  20.2  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  remaining  6 per  cent 
was  made  up  of  2 deaths  in  the  15-44  years:  1 in  the  5 - 14  years 
age  groups,  and  6 deaths  under  5 years. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  were  the  main  causes  of 
death,  responsible  for  71  cases  (46.4  per  cent):  59  in  the  age  group 
65  years  and  over:  12  in  the  45  ~ 64  year  group. 

Various  types  of  Malignant  Growths  (Cancer  etc)  were  next  in 
order  of  the  main  causes  of  Deaths  causing  the  termination  of  the  lives 
of  36  people  (19  males  and  17  females):  the  majority  of  whom  were  well 
on  in  years.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  5 deaths:  4 males 
aged  68,  54?  53  and  48  years:  1 female  aged  60.  The  relative  figures 
since  1951  (when  Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  first  separately  recorded  by 
the  Registrar  General)  have  been:-

Respiratory  Diseases  (pneumonia,  Bronchitis  etc)  caused  the 
deaths  of  18  people,  almost  all  of  advanced  years. 

In  November  a school  child  died  from  Tetanus. 

In  comparison  with  last  year  no  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to 
Accidents  in  the  Home. 

(in  this  connection  "illustrated"  addresses  were  given  at 
Massingham,  Middleton,  Grimston,  Sandringham,  Castleacre,  Harpley, 

Leziate,  Ashwicken  and  Bans ey  Women' s Institutes,  by  Health  Visitors 
on  "Prevention  of  Accidents  in  the  Home",  and  posters  were  displayed 
in  Shops  and  Post  Offices.") 

The  4 infant  deaths  under  the  age  of  one  were  due  to  conditions 
difficult  or  impossible  to  deal  with,  viz.,  Anencephaly,  Encephalitis 
with  Broncho-pneumonia,  Bilateral  Pulmonary  Haemorrhage,  and  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage. 

Again,  as  usual,  for  years  past,  there  was  no  Maternal  Mortality.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES- 

There  were  93  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  (includ.ing  Tuberculos 
compared  with  13  last  year.  73  were  cases  of  Measles,  a small  epidemic 
running  from  February  to  June.  Pneumonias  (10)  were  an  accompaniment  of 
the  Influenza  prevalent  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  There  were  5 cas 
of  Tuberculosis  registered  compared  with  11  in  the  previous  year:  4 males 
and  1 female.  With  the  exception  of  a young  adult,  the  cases  were  middle- 
aged  persons.  There  was  a history  of  previous  Chest  complaints  in  4 out  of 
5 families  concerned.  The  case  of  Food  Poisoning  was  connected  with  infecte 
cocked  meat  bought  in  a town  shop.

There  were  substantial  increases  in  the  numbers  immunized  for 
the  first  time,  from  93  in  1958  to  132:  and  in  those  whose 
existing  immunity  was  reinforced:  from  3°  to  227.  Since  1958 
the  Vaccine  in  general  use  for  the  Immunisation  of  Infants 
contains  also  protection  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

A programme  of  Tetanus  Immunisation  for  School  Children  was 
started  in  December.  The  response  was  good.

The  water  supplies  of  the  District  are  generally 

(a)  adequate  in  quantity 

(b)  satisfactory  in  quality 

Samples  taken  from  main  water  supplies  (Sandringham 
thrice,  Harpley  Dans  once)  were  reported  to  be"excellent" , and 
an  "excellent"  result  cane  from  Castleaore  Water  Supply.  Four 
samples  from  Castle  Rising  Supply  taken  after  the  Council 
assumed  its  maintenance  were  unsatisfactory.  Improvements  were 
effected  and  all  samples  (five)  from  then  ware  satisfactory. 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  Wells.  Four  of  then  we re 
reported  "Unsatisfactory." 

. Two  of  the  houses  are  now  on  the  Council’s  pipe  borne 
water  supplies.  Advice  on  protection  of  water  supplies  (boiling: 
well  cleansing)  was  given  in  the  other  two  cases.

(b)  COUNCIL  HOUSING-. 

During  the  year  32  Council  dwellings  were  erected,  and 
10  were  under  construction  at  the  close  of  the  year.  This 
is  a marked  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  when  only 
4 bungalows  at  G-rinston  were  erected.

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Council  appointed 
Messrs. Lea,  Milner  & Wardley  of  Huntingdon  as  their  Architects. 

(c)  PRIVATE  BUILDING- . 

In  all  221  applications  for  approval  under  the  Building 
Byelaws  were  dealt  with,  of  which  219  were  finally  approved. 
Here  again,  there  is  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  new  dwellings,  as  last  year  the  total  was  144. 

Of  these  95  were  for  new  dwellings,  82  were  improvements 
and/or  additions  to  existing  properties,  and  the  remaining  1+2 
for  miscellaneous  purposes  i.e.  garages,  stores  etc.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year,  extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  carried  out  by 
the  Council’s  own  employees  at:- 

Gayton  (Grimston  Road  Housing  Site) 

Castleacre  (Foxes  Meadow  Housing  Site) 

Hillington(Harpley  Dams  Farm) 

Grimston  (Fen  Lane,  Pott  Row). 


■ 


102  new  connections  were  made  to  the  water  mains,  and  also 
43  meters  were  fixed  either  by  way  of  new  connections  or  replacements,, 

21  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  and/ or 
chemical  examination,  12  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  remaining 
nine  were  unsatisfactory. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  experienced  a break-down  to  the 
pump  at  the  Harpley  Dams  bore-well.  Outside  Contractors  were  engaged 
to  raise,  ovei’haul  and  replace  the  pump.  Whilst  this  work  was  being 
carried  out  the  Council  hired  a pump  in  order  to  keep  the  supply  going. 

In  October  the  Council  ordered  two  electrically  operated  valves, 
for  installation  at  the  Appleton  Waterworks , for  use  during  the  months 
when  the  supply  of  water  has  to  be  taken  from  the  King’s  Lynn  Borough 
Council’s  main.  These  valves,  delivery  of  which  was  not  completed 
before  the  end  of  the  year,  will  improve  the  supply  at  the  Flitcham 
Road  area  at  Hillington. 

Details  of  the  scheme  prepared  by  your  own  staff  for  providing 
a piped  water  supply  to  Westacre  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  G-overnnent. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION, 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  district  was 
maintained  during  the  year,, 

During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  place  litter  baskets 
at  various  points  in  the  District,  and  obtained  opinions  from 
the  Parish  Councils  as  to  the  most  suitable  places.
